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“WE DON’T JUDGE OUR MUSIC, IT’S TOUGH FOR US TO. WE 
USUALLY LEAVE IT UP TO THE LISTENERS. IF IT DOES WELL, 
WE GET COMMENTS FROM RADIO STATIONS AND 
NEWSPAPERS, AND THEN WE HAVE A GENERAL IDEA OF 
HOW WE’VE DONE.” 


This comment comes from founding member John Hartman in an attempt to 
put a handle on the Doobie Brothers’ success. Perhaps it is due to the “people” 
philosophy that the sextet has found such acceptance from the masses. As the 
title of one of their platinum albums suggests, Takin’ It To The Streets, the 
Doobies are trying to communicate with their audience on a one-to-one level 
rather than as performer and plebeian. It is by baring their musical souls that the 
public is able to watch the band perform live or listen to them on record and 
ingest a feeling of warmth, personalism and honesty. 


“We've gradually gotten better on all the albums,” says drummer Hartman, a 
first-rate stick man as well as humorist. “Our musical knowledge through the 
years has increased just being around other musicians. You get weathered 
because we’re all men of the sea, so to speak! We’ve just progressed, studied 
and worked hard at our craft so we could gain the respect of the public and the 
industry. We’re constantly growing, that’s why our albums continue to sound 
different.” 


The group has a unique style of writing tunes. Each song is a Brothers affair. 
“Usually what we start with is an instrumental track with no vocal, just the 
concept,” offers newest member Michael McDonald. “The words will probably 
go along with what the music feels like. The band writes more from a musicians 
standpoint than say, someone like Kris Kristofferson, who writes a story idea

Norton Buffalo is in a class all his own. One of today’s premier harmonica 
players, he’s also a fine vocalist, songwriter, producer and bandleader.

We usually write our lyrics around our 
music.” 


In essence, the Doobie Brothers is a fraternal organization. The music requires 
the touch of seven musicians and not just one, which is the case in many bands 
where a standout figure writes all the music and then has the band play his notes. 


In an effort to repay the kindness they have received, the Doobies dedicated 
December of last year to humanitarian efforts. They also held the third annual 
Doobie Brothers Christmas party for the Children’s Hospital at Stanford in 
Palo Alto, California. The hospital is a special place for seriously ill and 
handicapped youngsters from throughout the 11 western states. The Doobies 
performed for the children and distributed records, stockings, and aifts. In 
addition to their efforts to bring joy into the lives of these children, the Doobies 
have hosted other charitable events. They recently hosted “The Doobie 
Brothers Tribute To The Late Will Geer — Rockin’ On In His Memory — With 
Some Very Special Friends” to keep Geer’s Theatricum Botanicum operating. 
The theatre, a nonprofit organization for the training of actors from throughout 
the world, was a lifelong project of the late actor. The money raised from the 
benefit was given to the theatre to aid in their operating costs. 


It is with great pleasure that we welcome the Doobie Brothers back to 
Sacramento for this benefit concert.
